Despite its supposedly humanitarian aspect, this news- 
aper believes that the United Nations is, as Lord Beaver- 
brook pronounced it, “a Fifth Column aimed at the heart 
of America and in favor of Communist Russia.” 

In fact, we believe that it has become a debating 
society, the expense of which is borne largely by the 
United States, and which in much of its totality, includ¬ 
ing the newly-created and admitted nations, professes ad¬ 
herence to our beliefs and aims, yet when the chips are 
down votes with Communist Russia. 

In such a situation and it has prevailed now for several 
years — Korea was an example where Communist Russia 
was duty bound to send troops to assist the United Nations 
forces in South Korea (mostly American — our casualties 
were 140,000 young Americans) — Moscow maintained its 
role as enemy of the United States and sent help instead 
to the Red Chinese and North Korean forces.
